The Court,, In a unanimous 
opinion, delivered by Associate 
Justice Butler, held that Sinclair's 
lease and contract had been made

The Government's victory today 
was as sweeping as it was in the 
Doheny case, which resulted in the 
cancellation of Doheny’s lease of 
the Elk Hills Naval Reserve in 
California. 

Fall Denounced in Decision. 

Fall, who is to go on trial here 
next Monday with Sinclair on a 
criminal charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the Government in con- 
nection with the leasing, was de- 
nounced in the long opinion ag a 
“faithless public officer.” 

The effect of the decision was to 
affirm the decision of the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals, given by 
Judge Kenyon, canceling the Sin- 
cl ir lease and contract on the 
ground of fraud and corruption. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing Co. 
and the Sinclair Pipeline Co., which 
operated storage tanks, a pipe line 
and pumping station on the re- 
serve, were trespassers in bad faith. 
They are not entitled to compensa- 
tion for their expenditures, ft was 
held,. but must go to Congress for 
relief, if any. 

The decision coverg the elyil end 
of the Teapot Dome litigation, Sin- 
clair, who is a millionaire and 
prominent as a sportsman, is to go 
on trial here next Mondéy with 
Fall, 

Touching on the Government's 
allegation that Fall received $230,- 
500 in Liberty bonds from the Sin- 
clair interests in connecting with 
»the leasing, Judge Butler deciared 
the evidence showed Fall was a 
faithless public officer “and the 
company organized in New York 
to purchase oil out of which the 
bond transaction arose was for no 
legitimate purpose.” The Teapot 
Dome lease made by Fall was de~ 
nounced by the Court as haying 
been procured by fraud and core 
ruption, 

“And the clandestine and unexs 
plainable acquisition of these 
bonds by Fall,” said Justice But- 
ler, referring to the Liberty Bonda, 
“confirms the belief, generated by. 
other circumstances jin the casé 
that he was a faithless publie offi- 
cer. There is nothing itn the rea« 
ord that tends to mitigate the sein. 
ister significance attaching to that 
enrichment.” 

It has been the contention of the 
Covernment that $220,500 in Lib. 
erty bonds found their way from 
Sinclair to Fall after the latter 
had resigned from the cabinet. 

The court held that the transfer 
to Fall of Liberty bonds obviously 
was “not a straightforward trans- 
action.” : 

“It strengthens and confirms the 
inference,” the opinion added, 
“that Fall had been willing to con- 


spire to defraud the United Stateay 


and, taken in connection with other 
circumstances disclosed, it ts per- 
suasive evidence of such a conspire 
acy between him and Sinclair.” — 
Justice Butler was severe is nis 
criticism of Fall's activitie, ane 
serting that the leasing of the av.
